Now that the larger number of shoe 
buyers who visited this market during 
July have gone away, the reaction caused 
thereby is very marked anf the shoe dis- 
trict. looks quiet. Dissatistaction is fre- 
quently expressed. Often such a senti- 
ment is justified, for all vears have seen 
some factories dull, a @ndition attrib- 
utable to their own, or other causes 
which are not their own. That some 
eastern manufacturers are prone to be- 
little the general condition of trade is 
known to all shoe men, therefore it 
not always safe to accept their state- 
ments irrefutable facts. However a 
stroll through this great mart would re- 
veal that trade is very quiet, generally 
speaking, but that it is good individu- 
ally. 

Factories making warm goods are 
rushed to their limit, such footwear be- 
ing.of a medium grade mostly, although 
a cheap line is obtainable if wanted. 
Goods of this character are intended for 
a long winter market, hence are not seen 
much in the hereabouts. 

Beverly seems tg be the headquarters 
for this particular line of and 
makes about 80 per cent of the warm 
footwear of the country. Specializing 
shoe manufacturing has made New Eng- 
lated shoe manufacturing almost impreg- 
nable from outside attacks and this ap- 
plies forcibly to warm shoes, the central- 
izing of this line of goods in that city 
not only improving the product, but win- 
ning a reputation much to its aavan- 
tage.

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_ INSTRUCTIVE DISCUSSION 
ON BANK EXAMINATIONS 


National Bank Examiner Ewer’s Paper on Best Methods 
of Cooperating With Clearing House Associations 
Where There Is No Clearing House Examiner. 


In a paper read by Alfred Ewer, na- 
tional bank examine for Boston and 
chairman of National Bank Examiners 
District No. 1, at a meeting of that dis- 
trict, some important points were de- 
veloped on bank examinations. It re- 
lated particularly to the best methods 
of cooperating with clesting house 
associations whe here is no clearing 
house examiner.” Mr. Ewer said among 
ot@er things: 

At a recent meeting of the Boston 
Clearing House Association, the following 
resolution Was passed: 

“Resolved, That the Boston Clearing 
Heuse Association respectfully requests 
the comptroller of the currency tq in- 
struct the national bank examiners for 
the city of Boston to report to the chair- 
man of ‘the clearing house committee 
from time to time any conditions which 
he may regard as really dangerous, to- 
gether with all the facts. upon which he 


~bases his conclusions, and to make such | 


report regarding any national bank in| 
the city of Boston. 
“The comptroller of the currency is 


also respectfully requested to instruct the | 


national bank examiners, upon the unan- 
imous request of the clearing house com- 
mittee to place at the disposal of the 
committee full information regarding 
the condition of any member of the 
association.” | 

This resojution, I am informed. was 
passed unanimously, The comptroller of 
the currency gave his approval to the 
proposed plan and instructed Examiner 
Neal and myself accordingly. 

The resolution is, plain and places the 
initiative on the examiner regarding the 
first portion, while the initiative is to 
be taken by the cléaring house commit- 
-tee in regard to the latter portion. 

I was happy to inform the chairman of 
the committee that the request and in- 
structions came at an opportune time 
as there was “not a cloud in the sky” 
so far as I could see, | 

The action of the associated banks 
in this city being unanimous means 
that they are mutually/agreeable to any 
conditions, existing in their institutions, 
considered dangerous by an examiner, 
being communicated as specified with 
full data to be furnished by the ex- 
aminer to anv if properly requested. 

In cases where a similar resolution 
should not be unanimous, i‘ is to my 
mind questionable as to whether an ex- 
aminer should give information obtained 
by him in the performance of his official 
duty to any one outside of the depaft- 
ment of the comptroller. 

While recognizing that the tendency 
of the times is toward publicity of pub- 
lic or semi-public institutions, it is never- 


, 


theless true that the rights and privi- 
leges of all should be properly respected. 

“Credit” is perhaps the most sensitive 
thing in the business world with which 
to deal, especially the credit of a bank; 
sometime the slightest breath brings dis- 
aster and any information given to a 
rival bank may become twisted and re- 
sult in great injury. 

Cooperation of the examiners” with 
clearing house associations having been 
decided upon, the question is, “The best 
method of cooperation.” The end to be 
attained 1s correct and proper action, 
should action be necessary, for the best 
interests of all. It seems to me that 
the Boston clearing house association, as 
expressed in the resolution quoted, has 
drawn a line quite near the place for the 
initiative to be taken by the examiner. 
There may occur, however, cases cr con- 
ditions when an cxaminer would not 
feel justified in relying entirely upon 
his own individual judgment, in which 
‘event he should be at liberty to confer 
| freely with the clearing house commit- 
‘tee, and be guided by the advice re- 
ceived, keeping the comptroller fully } - 
formed in regard thereto. 

So far cooperation commences only 
when a bank is considered in a danger- 
ous condition or trending that way. I 
think that there is no examiner but 
what would welcome any information, 
suggestion or advice that any clearing 
house committee might see fit to give and 
‘he governed accordingly. The members of 
‘such committees, or other officers of the 
associated banks, could be of assistance 
to examiners and undoubtedly would be 
willing to be, in giving their opinion re- 
garding the quality of some of the paper | 
found by the examiners with which the | 
latter are not familiar. It should be 
understood, however, that if the inquiry | 
be made it should be without prejudice | 
to either borrower or lender. Cooperation, | 
however, should. never extend as far 
to require an answer from an examiner 
to any .prying question for the benefit 
only of the one asking it. 


as 


In places where there are clearing- 
house examiners, such examiners have 
the same means as the national exam- 
iners for acquiring knowledge of the 
banks examined and there is opportunity | 
for a free exchange of thought between 
them. 

It has been my endeayor to have what 
| have stated apply to exaininers and 
clearing-house associations wherever lJo- 
cated and not to anr particular place. In 
closing I would say that the responsi- 
bility rests largely with the national 
bank examiners, and necessarily so, and 
they should be discreet in this as well 
as in their other duties.

Great Britain’s Smallest 
Railway

Most people have heard of the Eaton ' 


Hall railway, which enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the smallest working rail- 
way in Great Britain. It is probable, 
however, that the manner in which the 
little line came to be built is not 
monly known. Goods and materials re- 


quired for the establishment at the hall ; 


formerly had to be carted from Chester,
